Varsity Says Canada 
Needs New Engineers 

At an open forum discussion held 
recently at Varsity Mr E. P. Munlz. 
a consulting engineer, stated that 
the trend of employing young en- 
gineers in large and small indus- 
tries in Canada is on the upsweep. 

Mr. Munlz said that our declin- 
ing natural resources are demand- 
ing greater technical skill In in- 
dustry, and that industry it- 
self is only beginning to re- 
alize the benefit that engineers 
can be to it. He continued by 
saying: "Our economy is now based 
on a higher percentage of man- 
ufacturing and hence more engin- 
eers will be needed." 

In conclusion, Mr. Muntz pointed 
out that the young engineer should 
lake a job wherever there was 
work available. If he was ambitious 
and knew his work, he would have 
no trouble in gaining promotion in 
his field whether he was employed 
by a large industrial concern or a 
small one.

Dr. Flemming 
Gives Lecture 
To Pre-nieds. 

Academic record and personal 
qualifications are two of the more 
important points which Dr. Flem- 
ming. secretary of the medical 
faculty, discussed before over 150 
prc-mcdical students last evening 
at the Medical building during his 
topic "Getting Into Medicine." 

Present facilities cannot be ex- 
panded and still maintain a high 
standard. Consequently only one 
applicant in eighteen is accepted. 
Regarding academic record he said 
that at least second class average 
must be obtained in subjects as out- 
lined in the calendar. There is wide 
variety in the requirements, thus 
students who late in their choice 
decide upon medicine will not be 
penalized due to choice of subjects. 
He stressed that cultural as well as 
scientific training was essential. 

High intelligence, ability to get 
along with people, physical and- 
mental health, mature judgment 
and ability to think for one's self 
were other essential traits discussed 
by Dr. Flemming relating to per- 
sonal qualifications. These factors 
are important, he continued, be- 
cause the study of medicine is a 
hard course and the work after- 
wards harder still. 

Applicants are judged by other 
criteria he explained, such as age, 
veteran or civilian student, whether 
or not the student has the neces- 
sary finance to' carry him through 
his whole career. Dr. Flemming 
stressed the fact that every effort

Mr. Lewis has spoken to Mc- 
Gill students a number of times, 
the last occasion to the Political 
Science Club. He is himself a 
graduate of McGill, having re- 
ceived his B.A. here in the 
thirties. A- resident of Montreal, 
Mr. Lewis ' entered McGill after 
having won first place in the pro- 
vincial examinations. While still at 
McGill he served as Secretary of 
the old Montreal Labour Party. 
After receiving his bachelor's de- 
gree, Mr. Lewis entered the facul- 
ty of Law, but was awarded a 
Rhodes Scholarship and left for 
Oxford. While in England he had 
the remarkable honour of becom- 
ing the first Canadian president of 
the Oxford Union; he was also 
very prominent in the Oxford Lab- 
our Club. 

In 1935 Mr. Lewis returned to 
Canada and practiced law for a 
number of years in Ottawa. He be- 
came Honourary Secretary of the 
CCF, and gave up his practice sev- 
eral years later to become secretary 
of the party on a full-time basis. 
Mr. Lewis is the author of many 
books and pamphlets, and has 
twice stood as candidate for the 
Dominion parliament. He is a pro- 
found student of socialist theory, 
and is well known as a brilliant 
orator and debater.

"Bringing out the best that is in 
them and bettering that best" is the 
avowed purpose of the agencies like 
the rGiffintown Club. These com- 
munity centres which include 
Iverley and University settlements, 
Griffintown and the Negro Com- 
munity Centre do much more than 
merely keep youth off the street. 
It is their aim to provide satisfy- 
ing leisure time activities. They are 
particularly interested in encourag- 
ing the young people to Join into 
the group and become a living, giv- 
ing factor in it. 

Sports and team games with ade- 
quate instruction form a large part 
of these programs. Handicraft, 
cooking, sewing and ca/pentry arc 
also popular and useful activities. 
These centres not only open their 
doors to the young. Teen-agcr3 
have their own clubs, lectures and 
discussions as well as many social 
evenings of dancing. Mothers' clubs, 
sewing circles, and movies dp much 
to add to the well-rounded com- 
munity program. 

Numerous Projects 
Summer recreation projects arc 
numerous. Griffintown operates a 
day camp on Mount Royal, Camp 
Lewis, Oolahwan, the YWCA camp, 
and Camp Chaplcau are all sup- 
ported by welfare Federation. A 
pioneering job in supervised play- 
grounds has for many years been 
accomplished by a Red Feather 
Agency. Daily Vacation schools are 
another of their community ser- 
vices.

Many needy persons are perplex- 
ed by legal problems or are unable 
to obtain what is legally theirs be- 
cause they lack the mouey neces- 
sary for litigation. The Legal Aid 
Society helps these people in dis- 
tress by securing and paying for 
competent lawyers to plead their 
cause. In this way they not only 
obtain for men, women and chil- 
dren their lawful due, but actually 
prevent them from becoming wards 
of charity and in addition give 
them a sense of vindicated right 
and freedom from dependence.

Opinions 
ranged from approval of universal 
military training, and denunciation 
of the latter, substituting in its 
place the "Constructive role which 
Democracy must play." Many stu- 
dents held that Democracy could 
best make headway not by point- 
ing out the faults of communism, 
by "Red-baiting" but by a con- 
structive effort to make Democ- 
racy a living, vital form of govern- 
ment. 

In a short adrirc.-s to the students 
before their discussion, Mr. Avirctt 
pointed out that the student meet- 
ing was an Innovation of the 16- 
year history of the forum.

The purpose of what follows is to bring lo 
the attention of the student body of this uni- 
versity a set of circumstances regarding the 
local housing situation. These, wo feel, arc of 
sufficient pcncnil interest to merit notice in a 
space usually devoted to more circumscribed 
questions. 

As those readers who have followed the city 
press for the past two or three weeks already 
know, the upheaval caused by the discharge of 
Mr. Thomas Webber, by higher authorities in 
Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation, a 
Crown company, came to a bead over the past 
week-end in Quebec Command, Canadian Le- 
gion circles. As this problem appears to be two- 
fold in scope, involving both the Legion and 
the local housing authorities, and is in both 
senses undoubtedly of importance to a consider- 
able number of students who arc affected by 
one aspect or both, a review of the circum- 
stances as they stand at the moment seems 
highly pertinent. 

Last Thursday night a special meeting was 
called by Air Force Branch (No. 1131 of the 
Legion, at which 40 local branches were rep- 
resented. The upshot of the heated session was 
a resolution demanding that Provincial Com- 
mand ask for an investigation into the circum- 
stances surrounding Mr. Webber's dismissal as 
Montreal Housing Administrator. But. prior to 
this decision, charges were made, both against 
CM. and H. officials and against, high mem- 
bers of Provincial Command, whose nature 
seems to demand serious explanation. 

The charges were made by John P. Spiaggct, 
former second-in-command to Mr. Webber, who 
resigned following his chief's dismissal for 
"glaring inefficiency"; by Alex Solomon, well 
known in local Legion circles, and by several 
others. In essence, the allegations accused CM. 



and H. officials of making a scapegoat of Mr. 
Webber in order to cover up the implication of 
others in certain shortcomings in the local hous- 
ing picture. It was also charged, hy Mr. Sprag- 
gct, that members of Provmcjal Command 
were guilty of collusion with CM. and H. offi- 
cials in M^. Webber's dismissal. 

Mr. Webber, whose valuable service in the 
field of emergency shelters has been of great 
assistance to many veterans, was some time 
ago made an honorary member of the Legion. 
At Thursday's meeting, it wns pointed nut, too, 
that his sympathies with government-subsidiz- 
ed, low-cost housing had perhaps influenced bis 
dismissal. 

Snturdny, in stormy surroundings, the Pro- 
vincial Command met to seek a solution to the 
whole problem. At this meeting tempers flared, 
accusations were sometimes of a most personal 
nature, and the whole state of corporate hçalth 
of the veteran's organization wns aired. The ter- 
mination of the gathering saw a resolution de- 
mantling a public investigation into the Pro-, 
vincinl Central Mortgage and Housing situation 
passed. This by an extremely close ballot. 

That is bow the question stands At the mo- 
ment, it appears. In many ways it would seem 
that the problem of local bousing has not been 
presented in a fully unclouded fashion, that the 
current "bust-up" is pregnant with possibilities. 
Certainly, the decent housing of Canadian citiz- 
ens, particularly those who served their country 
without too ninny ifs, amis or huts, is a matter 
of sufficient importance that it should not be 
lightly tampered with by anyone. It is for this 
reason, above all others, that we say that per- 
haps for all concerned, the sooner this mystery 
is elenred up, the sooner more Canadians in this 
province will get the proper housing facilities 
so long discussed.— G. R.

the modern thinker

I am writing this column today 
out of a feeling of respect; respect 
for the first attempt of the Daily, 
as far as I know, to institute a 
program of emphasis on the intel- 
lectual; respect for' philosophy In 
general and respect for each of the 
two great systems that found them- 
selves inextricably muddled last 
week In Mr. Rowe's commentary on 
Plato, Ethics, and Educaton. Care- 
ful rc-rcadiug discloses that "The 
Modern Thinker" leads us on a trail 
from misinterpretation to nssumn- 
lion, back lo misinterpretation and 
on to Plato's conclusion which he 
so vigorously denies has relevance 
for us today. 

He begins by disclosing that 
"Plato's philosophy of morals de- 
pends on his concept of man as a 
being with a capacity to make judg- 
ments between good and evil, and 
not merely a capacity but a very 
urgent desire or "passion" to choose 
the right." Now. I respect the whole 
line of Christian philosophers, from 
Augustine to Kant, but it is worse 
than irrelevant to bring them in on 
a discussion of the great Htllcnis- 
tic thinkers; it is fallacious and 
discloses a fatal ignorance of the 
importance of historical perspective. 
"Philosophie," the love of wisdom 
and The Good, can never be con- 
strued to be "passion for the right." 
The love of wisdom Is the natural 
end and function of the rational 
animal; it is this for which he was 
designed, and other kinds of love 
do not do justice to the best that is 
in him. This is, in sort, all that 
Plato is trying to say in this con- 
nection. In his metaphysics, Mind is 
the formative power of the uni- 
verse, and man thus has connec- 
tion with the real and the eternal 
through his mind, which Is a lim- 
ited segment ot Mind, or Order. The 
Individual segment, however, to 
reach its full powers must be puri- 
fied by dialectical education so thnt 
it can rutionally control and bal- 
ance off the non-rational elements 
that clog and dominate his nature. 
And Mr. Rowc rightly sees the 
beauty and claim to our reverence 
that this glowing system there ir- 
reverently stripped to ils skeleton) 
makes on us. Why then, docs he 
caution us "to question the signifi- 
cance of his teachings for our con- 
temporary scene," when all the 
great moderns from Santayana to 
Whitehead urge an immediate re- 
turn to Plato's teachings If we wish 
to salvage the remains of our civili- 
zation? 

According to Mr. Rowc, Plato's 
lrrevclancc for our day rests on the 
facts "that modern university seems 
to discourage rather than foster the 
dialectical struggle for truth"; that 
"then as today, education was con- 
sidered secondary to the manipu- 
lation of power and authority; that 
"then, as today, the educators had 
little real influence in the direction 
of human affairs." I think he meant

GARMAISE 
to suggest that our problems arc 
unique and need novel solutions; 
If he did, I pity his deplorable use 
of words, for the above mentioned 
phrases establish once and fdr all 
how vital Plato's criticism of his 
world is to our day. If he didn't 
mean to suggest that our problems 
are unique, then all his talk is 
superfluous and Plato automatic- 
ally has the solution for bur 
troubles, which were so akin to the 
troubles of the Greece of his day: a 
civilisation racked by warfare and 
losing Its self confidence while 
bleeding itself dry in costly con- 
flict. 

The sum total of the article is 
this: he shows how Plato is borne 
out by modern psychology; he cites 
the great merit of the "Republic" 
not as an "example of Utopian 
writing" but as a penetrating crit- 
icism; he shows that the evils of 
our educational system arc preci- 
sely those that could and should 
be avoided by following Plato's sys- 
tem of education, and then says, 
let us disregard Plato and "recall 
the original classification of moral 
philosophy as a practical science"., 
which is exactly what Plato fought 
for all his life! and who was the 
original classifier!

The Montreal Day Nursery has 
asked for volunteers in the past, 
and for students who plan to do 
social work for children, the Mont- 
real Children's Library has a I 
branch in Park Avenue Extension ] 
where a number of McGilI vol- ! 
untees have given great satisfac- 
tion, helping the librarian deal with 
the increased number of school 
children who came there for books. 

At times, students have been 
called upon to aid in public cam- 
paigns. Poppy Day is one drive 
for which .co-eds have taken out 
collection boxes, and the Red Cross 
campaign is another.
